That paragraph summod up to ao certain 
oxtent s somewhat large branch of law. 
For inatance, if a person gavo a servant—a 
‘usual illnstration—a bad character, in words 

which were libellous, if the character was not 
given in such a way es to amount to apecial 
malice, the occasion was privileged. Again 
Peraona might, 28 every one know, pablish 
Teviews or criticisms in the strongest langn- 
age upon publio men in their public acts, 
80 long as they did not publish themin such 
*a way as to show malice, There were a 
number of other cases in which it must oo- 
our to everyone that plain speaking being 
clearly for publio benetit was not to -be hel 
“aa libellous, as when a bad or immoral book 
was criticised in theatrongest terms, These 
wore eome of the oases in which the publioa- 
tion of libellous matter was privileged and 
that privilege formed a dofence. But when 
' they came to look at the case that was now 
before them, he would submit that when this 
Jetter was published there was no privileged 
oocasion, Pitman, so faras ho know, was

Fatal charges like this, calculated to ruin a 
man’s oharaoter, ought to be justified or not 
made at all, What wero thess matters 
which wore'to be inquired into by the di- 
teotors, if they could not be inquired into 
here by a jury? Where was the evidence 
that Mr Nelson could not attend to the 
duties of his bank? Was that a light 
charge? I6 was a terrible chergo, It wag 
a charge of a nature which he had aeldom 
heard of before in his life, never infact, The 
charge came of malice. A mere outsider 
a few words being said of him at a 
pablio mesting was to clear Mr Nelson out 
of tho place root and branch. ‘These 
remarke arose out of tho letter; he had not 
said one word ontside that fetter.

fairly conslder what meaning they were to 
put upon these words, Mr Nelson was 
discussing in the Chamber of Commerce 
whether tho Japanese yen should ba lega 
lised as legal tender for this Colony,—a 
perfectly proper question for the Chamber 
to discuss, and a perfectly proper question 
for Mr Nelson a8 a mamber of tho Chamber 
of Commerce representing the Chartered 
Morcantile Bank to discuss. Mr Nolson 
knew, as they all knew, as they, the jury- 
mon must know, that there was a cortain 
amount of prejudice againat His Excellonoy 
the Governor of this Colony, In that pro- 
judice, because of hie intimacy with H.R: 
the Governor, Mr Pitman shared ; go much 
so that he bad been mado the subject, 
in the newapapsrs of thie Colony of a3 much 
if not groater abuse than any man now 
living in the East. Mr Pitman waa 
charged in the columns of ona of tho local 
newspapers with practically amindling tho 
Opium Farmer of a large amount of 
money; it was represented that the 
Opium Farmer was anxious to have Mr 
Pitman back ogain in the Colony so that 
proceedings could be taken against him; 
why should any one in that Chamber of Cosm- 
merce havo thought of introducing a refor- 
ence to Mr Pitman such as Mr Nelson had 
used? Why was Mr Pitman dragued Into 
the matter at all? Or if he had for 
& purpose to be referred to, why was 
he not warned? Why attempt to iden- 
tify him by these covert  alluslonad 
Why instead of disonealng logitimately tho 
logitimate question of the legalisation of 
the Japaneso yen as currency hore, 
whether it was a goud cain and whothor 
the Colony could contidently depend upon 
ite purity being upheld by the Japanese 
Government,— Why were those references 
made that he had mentioned? It was ap 
attempt to work on the prejudice known to. 
exist against the Governor. Why rofer to 
‘a gentleman well-known,” ‘an intimate 
frlend of the Governor,” and ‘mixed up 
with the Opium Farm and several othor 
matters,” ‘in tho employ cf the Japanese 
Governmout” and ao on, save to utilisa to 
the utmost the prejudioo existing against the 
Governor, end through him against Mr 


Pitman as a friend of bia, and to prejudice 
those who hoard him furthor agaiuat them, 
and ogainst the proposal with which the 
apeaker allegéd Mr }itman to be concerned, 
the legalisatton of the yen, a question 
which should have boon discussed as he 
had said without referonce to auch differ- 
encea and prejudice, What was the effect 
of these references on those who heard 
them and on thoso who read the report fn 
tho nowspaperal Any one who read the 
account published of the meeting could not 
fail to poo that that was a deliborate attack 
upon Mr Pitman by Mr Nelson. ,Whether 
well-founded or ill founded there thoy had 
on attack made publicly on Mr Pitan by 
Mr Nelson, in_ bis placoin the Chamber of 
Commerce. He would submit to hin Lord- 
ship on the authority of the case of Laugh- 
ton v. Sodor and Man, to which he would 
more partioularly refer by and byc, that 
Mr Pitman, writing in self defence and in 
reply and disproof of an attack mado 
publtely ‘on him by Mr Nelson, would have 

on justified in characterising in the 
public printa next day, the speech’ of Mr 
Nelaon os false and slanderous, and if that 
were admitted, then much more was he 
justified in, mot discussing the matter 
through the columns of o newapuper as he 
wan entitled to do, but addressing in a 
private and confidential manner only one 
man, ho being Mr Nelson's superior, 
qualifiod and entitled to look thoroughly 
into the--conduct of Mr Nelson ‘in’ tho 
matter, and act as he thought fit on what 
he discovered on enquiry. 

Tho Chief Justice pointed out that in 
the Manz case the Blshop was nut only 
justified in using strong language in bis 
own defonce but was justified even when 
ho became abusive. 

Mr Francis’ agreed. The Bishop used 
much stronger language than Mr bitmap 
had used in his lettcr, Mr Laughton, a 
barrister, had made certain statements 
affecting his Lordabip before the Keya, the 
Parliament of the Isle of Man, and the 
Bishop in convocation had deso:ib:d 
shin assertions as false and slanderous state- 
monts, and: had referred to Mr Laughton 
asa caluniniator anda wicked man.

The Chief Justice : If he had ‘sald {t was 
for the public good that Mr Nelzon should 
devote his wholo time to the affairs of the 
Bank, and could have shown it, which is a 
band difforont thing, it would have been en- 
tirely difforent. 

Mr Francis continued to urge the point 
of the public acts of a public man, the head 
of a public Institution, belng a fair and 
proper subject for public discussion.

Colony in consequence of over-spaculation 
in shares, whon numbers of porsons were 
rrinood, when there was very great depros- 
sion in the Colony, when so many thon 
and in the latter part of 1878 were 
wrecked on that over-sprculation, it would 
then have been 9 perfectly fair question 
for discueston, to be initiated by any 
onein tho public press or by tho editors, 
whother the managera of any of the public 
Institutlons in our midst had taken part in 
that disastrous speculation which was sim- 
ply nothing clse but gambling on w gigantic 
Beale. ‘The extatence of very large and ex- 
tensive over-speculation in shares was a 
fair matter for public discussion, Every 
member of the general publio was so far 
{Interested in this question that he was en- 
titled to discuss it, The editor or proprie- 
tor of-atewapaper had no more privilege 
in euch a matter than any gentloman in the 
box or auy one outeide. That subject was 
ono that an ¢«ditor might have made the 
subject of a sevles of articles, He would 
have been quite justified in putting forward 
the question whoihor the manager of a 
Bank should bo allowed by his Direotors, 
whethor {t was politio or otherwise from 
6 public point of vicw, that be should 
be allowed, to speoulate in shares and 
other concerns on his own account. It 
might be takon to be proved that he 
did uot gamble in shares, It might bo 
a moat respectable and legitimate buatvess, 
but it was equally o fair question for dis- 
cussion ; wore his hands perfectly cloan the 
same right remained to discuss this ques- 
tion whether tho diroctora should all 
thofr managor to ongage in traflio in shared 
on his own acoount, And if it was a ques- 
tion for fair discussion by the publio,- it 
was much more a subject for the direct 
ors who had it in thoir power to put a stop 
toit, Mr Jackson, to whom this letter was 
addressed, had It in his power to report this 
matter to the directors, it was his duty in 
fact to look carefully into the matter and to 
report it to the directors, What had Mr 
Pitman donc, He had not as he might 
havo dono rushed into print with his views 
on this subject, He had not talked ali over 
the town about ‘the matter, but he had 
written a lottor about it to 8 gentleman 
just arrived o couple of days beforo, who 
had tho right and power to enquire 
thoroughly into this matter, and see whether 
thore was anything wrong about it.

Mr Francie next quoted the case of Can- 
fiold v Whitwell (18 Law Times, 527), 
in which oass the plaintiff was nonsuited 
a8 no expresi maliace wasshown. In Cook 
o Wise, Hart » Gumpach and other cases 
into which the learned Attorney entered, 
tho samo rulo was observed, 

His Lordship, asking Mr Francis as to 
the sandbank Mr Pitman had raised for 
Rimself in the last clause of his letter, 

Mr Franols said that was consistent with, 
but did not prove expross malice. The 
clroumstances were equally consistent with 
malice and {ts absence, Unless thore was 
a substantial and proponderating balance of 
evidence of express malice, it was laid down 
that his Lordship withdraw the case from | 
the jury and direct them to retnitn a verdict 
of not guilty, He referred to several casea 
in which the writers were volunteers more 
or less, Including Davis and Sneed, and 
Coxett and Richards, io “wh'ch latter 
the mate of a ship wrote to a friend 
stating that the captain was given to drink- 
ing. This friend was only slightly acquaint- 
ed with the owner of the hip, but informed 
him of the contents of the letter and 
it was held it was a privileged occasion, 
He left the onse in his Lordship’s hands, 
asking that It be not sent to the jury, os 
there was no evidence of expross malico.

The Chief Justice complained of the 
manner in which Mr Francia had quoted 
some of bis authorities and also for having 
flatly contradicted the Court; and tken 
decided that Mr Hayllar had o general 
right to reply; adding that Mr Hoyllar 
neod not ‘addréss the Jury on tho question 
of privileged communication, as he had 
mude-up—his mind what oO Bay to 
the Jury on that point, 

Mr Hayllar then replied. He maintain- 
ed that the reason why they were there 
waa that Mr Pitman had: attacked his 
client in his professional character, the 
very points on which a man holding Mr 
Nelson’s position was most sensitive—in 
that particular opening where the .thrust 
passed thrcugh the joints of the harness. 
Mr Franois had very ably and ingenlously 
argued_that-hia—defence- malnly -rested-on-] 
tho fact that the letter was a privileged 
communication; but as His Lordabip had 
already intimated that he had made up his 
mind on that point, he would merely make 
one or two opservations suggested by the 
piece of evidence put in by the defendant's 
Counsel, Mr Nelson, at a public mesting 
of the Chamber of Commerce on 23rd 
February last,” when the subject of dis-

As fo this alleged treflicking interferlog 
with Mr Nelson's functions as a banker, 
that was a mero matter of inference ; and 
in view of the specific charges to be 
subetantiated, therefore, the argument 
that the defondant's mouth had been 
closed fell to the ground. Thero’ was 
one plecs of evidenco of some impor- 
tance lo which be had not objestod.
